, These lirutal lyrchings. several of which have very recently 
been reported, are but pan of the great injustice inflicted, on the 
black race m the South. Coart trials are denied them, and prac- 
-tically ail the rigi\t3 p{ citizenship inherent under the constitution 
pf nation and sute^. tiiack men are not to exercise the right of 
.franchise, and have- practically no voice in ths administration of 
the affairs uf the country or in the election-of public officials. Yet 
they are made a valuable asset in the census as basis for unjust 
over representation in c^ngreaa'and.in the elKtoral collejie. ■ 

This grave. injustice is not confinW to tSe far South or the 
■former Slave States. Right here, ip'St. Louii. Negro voters are 
rnajle the victims of*the saiiie kind itiwlilical injustice. In -the 
recent presidential election, Uamocrata in control of the election 
machinery, disfranchished Negroes by wholesale, an one pretext 
or another. Alm.ost any pretext served. This was so notorious 
that the attention of fair-minded and prominent men, like Paul 
Bakewell and others ^th a sense of justice, was attracted, and a 
movemeat inaugurated "Awards righting or at least eTposing the 
WTongand the menw-ho perpetrated it. These fairmjnded and 
patriotic gentlemen in^eatigated and found full verification of the

= i Department of Justice would add inuch to the winning of the war. 
if mob murderers were brought to justice and made to recognize 
the severity of the law. * 

Membera of mobe deserve to be courtmartialed and should be 
brought to the stem realization that they must not interfere with 
Ihe war aims of thia Gorernment by .acts of murder and crime. 

The States of Tennessee and Georgia seem as if they were in 
a wild race to outstrip each i-)tber in deeda of revolting and'inhu- 
man mob murderers. ORty.a few days ago, three Negro men and 
a Negro woman were the victims of a mob in the State of Georgia, 
and on the following day, a fourth Negro man was lynched at Vai- 
doflta in that State. 

Tennessee has to her besmirched credit, lynchings and burn- 
ings of Negroes almost weekly. This' epidemic 0! mob lerroWam 
seems to have broken out afresh since America has entered the 
war. - /
